REGINA MEETING 


Steps to be Taken to Solve Present 
Critical Wheat Situation—Brown- 
lee Mentioned as Government Ad-

--REGINA, July ‘16—Premiers of the 
three. prairie provinces and heads of 
western wheat pools are in gession 
today in what is regarded as one of 
the most momentous conferences in 
the history of co-operative 

marketing in western Canada, 

The fate of the farmers’ marketing 
organizations, it is expected, will be 
determined at this meeting, and in 
the event of decision by the Alberta 
Pool to adopt the open market policy 
the future of the pool elevator sys- 
tems in the three provinces must be 
decided. 

Outstanding result of the confer- 
ence between the premiers may be 
the appointment of the Alberta 
leader as government adviser to the 
wheat pool.

than 40 varieties of seeds were ob- 
tained from Manchuria and from 
the United States where the bean 
is grown extensively. Experiments 
were made with the growing of these 
seeds, and some measure of success 


was Obtained with one or two var- 
ieties procured from the state of 
Wisconson. The other varieties 


did not mature. 

It has not yet been definitely de- 
termined whether the soy bean can 
be made a profitable crop in the west 
and experiments are still being car- 
ried on. 

Has Many Uses 

Where the soy bean is grown in 
the United States it is used a 
forage crop and fertilizer. In Man- 
churia, China, it is grown as a for- 
age crop and for Oil is 
extracted from the seed and used 
tor paints, food for animal and man, 
and for other purposes.
